Young Priest Dies 
At Parents’ Home 
After Long Illness 


The Rev. Frederick Reinwand, 35, 
a well known priest of the Diocese of 
Fort Wayne, succumbed Saturday 
night at the home of his parents in 
Mishawaka after a prolonged illness 
due to tuberculosis. 

Father Reinwand was born in Mish- 
awaka March 5, 1896, and received his 
early education there at St. Joseph's 
parochial school. Following a classi- 
cal course at St. Joseph’s College, 
Collegeville, Ind., he entered St. Mein- 
rad’s Seminary, Spencer County, Ind., 
where he pursued and completed his 
philosophical and theological studies 
for the priesthood. He was ordained 
by the late Rt. Rev. Herman Joseph 
Alerding at the Cathedral, Fort 
Wayne, May 29, 1920, and early the 
following month entered upon his 
duties as assistant at SS. Peter and 
Paul’s church, Huntington, where he 
spent nearly six years. Granted. a 
leave of. absence on account of ill 
health he visited the southwest and 
later returned much improved in 
health and was appointed pastor of St. 
Aloysius’ church, Yoder, June 22, 
1927. On January 11, 1929, he again 
became incapacitated and spent sev- 
eral weeks at Deming, New Mexico. 
The seriousness of his condition, how- 
ever, was recognized, and he returned 
to his home in Mishawaka, where he 
has been confined to his bed for sev- 
eral months. 

Father Reinwand was the son of

World Is Sick 


Asserting that “the world is sick as 


a whole as well as in its every part,” 
with “a veritable complication of dis- 
eases,” the Bishop declared that every 
known remedy has been vainly ap- 
plied, except that of religion. He said 
that the time has come when the heads 
of all the nations in the world should 
issue proclamations calling to the 
world to “get down on its knees, 
acknowledge its incompetency to ex- 
tricate itself from its ills, whether 
economic or moral, humbly implore 
the assistance of Heaven, and resolve 
to have an open mind for proper re- 
higious guidance and direction in the 
future.”

ter, which has aroused wide comment. 
was published in last week’s issue.

Instructors Note Benefits 


In those communities where the re- 
ligious vacation schools have passed 
the introductory stage and are now 
in their second or third year, Father 
Schmiedeler said, great progress is 
reported. 

“The effect of the instruction re- 


‘ceived in previous years now notice- 


able in returning children is particu- 
larly encouraging,” Father Schmiede- 
ler said. “Instructors generally report 
that children returning to the vaca- 
tion schools are better instructed in 


their religion and better prepared for 
further advancement.”

was stressed in the report of the Rev. 
Leon A. McNeill, Diocesan Superin 
tendent of Schools of Wichita. Forty- 
three schools, an increase of seven 
over 1930, were conducted in the Dio 
cese of Wichita. The total enrollment 
was 1.867. an increase of 360. Re- 
garding the standard length course, 
Father McNeill said: 

“Reports from those in charge of 
the schools in several dioceses say 
that experience has demonstrated that, 
in general, the four-week period with 
half-day sessions is more satisfactory 
than the shorter term with half or 
full day sessions Advantages that 
result from the vacation school of 
standard length include the prolonged 
edifying influence of the teachers, the 
opportunity for more instruction, the

After 
the evacuation of Boston by the Brit 
ish, on St. Patrick's Day, 1776, Wash- 
ington’ army pursued the enemy to- 
ward New York. Fitzgerald at this
